To the inhabitants of the Town of Chesterfield in the 
County of Cheshire in said State, qualified to vote in town 
affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said 
Chesterfield on Tuesday, the Fourteenth day of March next, 
at nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following 
subjects: 


1. To elect a Clerk for the ensuing year. 
2. To elect one Selectman for three years. 
3. To elect a Treasurer for the ensuing year. 


4. To elect a Library Trustee for three years.

To elect all other Town Officers. 


6. To elect three Fire Wards, one for each part of the 
town, one for three years, one for two years and one for one 
year. 


7. To see if the Town will vote to raise a sufficient sum 
of money to pay for the siren now installed on the building 
of the Square Deal Garage, so that the citizens of the village 
of Chesterfield, N. H., will have a suitable signal for the pro- 
tection of their homes and instruct the selectmen to pay for 
the same at once. 


8. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year. 


9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $2,062.50 for State Aid construction. 


10. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise for the support of the poor. 


11. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise for Old Age Assistanee. 


12. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise for repairing highways and bridges. 


13. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise for the support of the Fire Department. 


14. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise for the support of the Library. 


15. To see if the Town will vote to observe Old Home 
Day and raise money for same. 


16. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise for street lighting. 


17. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of $309 
to be spent for graveling the Atherton Hill road, so called, 
beginning at Hewitts’ corner at the top of the hill and onward 
east toward Keene as far as the above sum will allow. 


18. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of $420. 
to purchase the snow plow now installed on the truck of W. 
J. Post for the Spofford district. 


19. To determine the method of collecting taxes for the 
ensuing year. 
20. To see what action the Town will take in regards 


unexpended 1932 appropriations. 


21. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to 
administer or dispose of any real estate acquired by the Town 
through Tax Collector deeds. 
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22. To see if the Town will vote to install a lght on 
Spring Street, on a pole near the residence of Sarah Horton. 


23. To see if the Town will vote to accept the sum of 
$100. for perpetual care of a lot in Chesterfield West Ceme- 
tery, to be known as the Barrett and Jackson Trust Fund. 


24. To transact any other business that may legally come 
before this meeting.

TOWN MEETING, MARCH, 1932 


Proceedings of the Annual Meeting of the voters of the 
Town of Chesterfield, called at the Town Hall in said town 
on Tuesday, March 8, 1982. 


The meeting was called to ordér by the Moderator, James 
A. Wilson, at 9:55 A. M., and the warrant read by the clerk. 


The Moderator then declared the polls open for the 
Presidential Primary. 


The Articles of the Warrant were then disposed of as 
follows: 


Article 1. Election of Clerk. Voted that the Moder- 
ator be instructed to cast one ballot for Imogene L. Chickering 
for Clerk for the ensuing year and Imogene lL. Chickering 
having a majority of votes cast was declared elected and 
took the oath of office before the Moderator. 


Article 2. Election of one Selectman for three years. 
Whole number of votes cast 167. Necessary for choice 84. 
Henry C. Chickering had 65 and Paul M. Penning had 102 and 
Paul M. Penning having a majority of votes cast was declared 
elected and took the oath of office before the Moderator. 


Article 3. Election of Treasurer. Voted that the Clerk 
be instructed to cast one ballot for Harold KE. Foster to serve 
as Treasurer for the ensuing year, and Harold EK. Foster having 
a majority of votes cast was declared elected and took the 
oath of office before the Moderator. 


Article 4. Election of Library Trustee. Voted that 
the Clerk be instructed to cast one ballot for John Mansley to 
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serve as Library Trustee for three years, and John Mansley 
having a majority of votes cast was declared elected and took 
the oath of office before the Moderator. 


Article 5. Election of all other necessary Town officers. 
Voted to elect a road agent for the East part of Town first. 
Whole number of votes cast 172, necessary for choice 87. 
Henry C. Chickering had 1, Donald Wellington 78, Walter J. 
Post 938, and Walter J. Post having a majority of votes cast 
was declared elected. 


Voted to elect Road Agent for the Center next. Whole 
number of votes cast 119, necessary for choice 60. Olin 
Butler had 1, George W. Bevis had 3, Roger C. Spaulding 115, 
and Roger C. Spaulding having a majority of votes cast was 
declared elected. 


Road Agent at West Part. Whole number of votes cast 
162, necessary for choice 82. Roger C. Spaulding had 1, 
George Carruth had 56, Clifford E. Chickering had 105, and 
Clifford E. Chickering having a majority of votes cast was 
declared elected. | 


Then Walter J. Post, Roger C. Spaulding, and Clifford E. 


Chickering, Road Agents, took the oath of office before the © 


Moderator. 


Election of Auditors. Merle W. Cobleigh and John 
Mansley were elected by voice vote to serve as Auditors for 
the ensuing year, and John Mansley took the oath of office 
before the Moderator. 


Election of Constables. Voted that the clerk be instructed 


to east one ballot for William D. Pierce to serve as constable ~ 
from Spofford for the ensuing year and William D. Pierce — 
having a majority of votes cast was declared elected. Charles © 
H. Spaulding and Harold E. Randall were elected by voice © 
vote to serve as Constables for the ensuing year.

Election of Fence Viewers. Morris Friedsam, Walter 
Dunbar, and William Nurse were elected by voice vote to 
serve aS Fence Viewers for the ensuing year and Morris 
Friedsam and Walter Dunbar took the oath of office before 
the Moderator. 


Election of Surveyors of Wood and Lumber. Chester 
M. Burnham, Fred W. Holman and Earl Walston were elected 
by voice vote to serve as Surveyors of Wood and Lumber for 
the ensuing year and all took the oath of office before the 
Moderator. 


Election of Trustee of Trust Funds. James A. Wilson 
was elected by voice vote to serve as Trustee of Trust Funds 
for three years. 


Election of Sexton at Hast Part. Whole number of votes 
east 96, necessary for choice 49. James A. Wilson had 37 
and Byron A. Davis had 59 and Byron A. Davis having a 
majority of votes cast was declared elected. 


Election of other Sextons. Fred W. Holman, Harlan 
Streeter, Fred E. Atherton, Charles A. Tuttle and Paul 
Welcome were elected by voice vote to serve as Sextons for the 
ensuing year. Then Byron A. Davis, Fred W. Holman and 
Fred E. Atherton took the oath of office before the Moderator. 


Election of Assessors. Voted that the Selectmen act as 
Assessors for the ensuing year. 


Article 6. Voted to raise the sum of $3,150.00 to defray 
town charges for the ensuing year. 


Article 7. Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$3,160.00 for Trunk Line Maintenance, provided this amount 
is not appropriated by the State through the Town’s eliminat- 
ing any expenditure for State Aid Construction.

Article 8. Voted to pass over Article. 


Article 9. Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$450.00 for State Aid Maintenance provided this amount is 
not appropriated by the State through the Town’s eliminating 
any expenditure for State Aid Construction. 


Article 10. Voted to pass over Article. 
Article 11. Voted to pass over Article. 


Article 12. Voted to raise the sum of $2,000.00 for the 
support of the poor, the money to be spent in the same way 
as last year. 


Article 13. Voted to raise the sums of $2,250.00 for 
General work, $200.00 for mechanical expense, storage, etc., 


and $200.00 for snow removal in each side of town, making a 
total of $7,950.00. 


Voted to take up Article 15 next. 


Article 15. Voted to authorize the use of the two Forest 
Fire Engines for fighting any and all kinds of fires in the 
Town of Chesterfield. Also to authorize the Selectmen the 
privilege of renting the apparatus to neighboring towns on 
call from said towns, at a rate to be determined by the Select- 
men, and the Selectmen to straighten out any technicalities 
’ that may arise. } 


Article 14. Voted to raise the sum of $1,000.00 to be 
divided equally between the town fire engines, for the purpose 
of equipping said engines; the same to be spent under the 
authorization of the Selectmen. 


Article 16. Voted to raise in all the sum of $200.00 for 
the support of the Town Library. 


Article 17. Voted to collect the taxes the same as hereto- 
fore, allowing 4% discount if paid by October first and 2% 
if paid by December first; and to appoint Harry E. Winn to 
collect them. | 
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Article 18. Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$200.00 for the observance of Old Home Day; and Walter 
Dunbar, James A. Wilson and Belle E. Atherton were elected 
by voice vote to have charge of same. 


Article 19. Voted that the Selectmen be instructed to 
notify the State Forester that we have $400.00 available for 
work to fight the White Pine Blister. 


Voted that the unexpended balances of 1931 appropria- 
tions on roads $376.01, Old Home Day $0.42, Snow Removal 
$400.00 a total sum of $776.48, be turned back into Treasury. 


Voted that the unexpended balance of $237.30 of the 1931 
appropriation for cemeteries be used this year for the same 
purpose for which it was raised last year. 


Voted that the unexpended balance of $81.10 raised and 
appropriated for snow removal on the Hinsdale Road be used 
this year for the same purpose. 


Article 20. Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$1,500.00 for Street lLghting. 


Article 21. Voted to place a street light on the last 
electric pole on the hill near the residence of Hazel Guyette, in 
Spofford Village, on land owned by C. A. Beal. 


Article 22. Voted to accept the sum of $150.00 to be 
known as the Ida A. Hosford Trust Fund the income thereof to 
be used for the perpetual care and improvement of the Nahum 
Darling burial lot in the Village of Chesterfield. 


Article 23. Voted to accept the sum of $100.00 to be 
known as the Clara J. Puffer Trust Fund the income thereof 
to be used for the perpetual care and improvement of the 
Warren C. Puffer burial lot in Chesterfield West Cemetery. 


Article 24. Voted to accept the sum of $100.00 to be 
known as the Anna P. Chamberlain Trust Fund the income 
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thereof to be used for the perpetual care and improvement of 
the Joshua W. Chamberlain, Jr., burial lot in Chesterfield 
West Cemetery. 


Article 25. Voted to accept the sum of $50.00 to be 
known as the Leroy N. Colburn Trust Fund, the income thereof 
to be used for the perpetual care and improvement of the 
Leroy N. Colburn burial lot in Chesterfield West Cemetery. 


Article 26. No other business appearing, it was voted to 
adjourn at 4:15 P. M.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and eitizens of Chesterfield: 


I submit herewith my fifth annual report as Superin- 
tendent of Schools. 


ORGANIZATION OF SCHOOLS 
We are fortunate in having no change in the staff of 
teachers who finished the school year 1931-1932. Miss Belle 
Atherton of Spofford was elected in April, 1932, to fill the 
vacancy in the Spofford Advanced school, caused by the 
resignation of Miss Marie Elder.

FINANCES 


Chesterfield, in common with many other towns, has, 
during the past few years, experienced an increase in school 
membership. This is largely the result of unemployment in 
neighboring cities of this and other states, which has compelled 
many families to move into the rural communities. The fol- 
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lowing tabulation of school enrollment shows an increase of 
39 pupils during the years 1929-1933 inclusive, an increase of 
nearly 45 per cent over the enrollment of January, 1929: 


Year Enrollment 
Jan. 1929, 87 
Jan. 1930, 92 
Jan. 1931, 93 
Jan. 1932, Bis, 
Jan. 1933, 126 


In spite of this extra burden on the schools, the budget 
for 1933-1934 calls for $595.65 less than the budget of 1928-29 ; 
$1,144.65 less than for 1929-30; $1,333.65 less than for 1930-31; 
$247.65 less than for 1931-32; and $618.65 less than for 1932-33. 

The School Board has observed every possible economy in 
expenditures, with the result that a balance of $500.00 at the 
end of the school year seems probable. Further economy in 
many items of the estimated expenditures for 1933-1934 in- 
creases the savings over other years. 


EQUIPMENT 


The increase in enrollment at the West Chesterfield school 
has necessitated the purchase of twelve new desks. These are 
the new type single unit chair desks and can be easily moved 
to any school where they are needed. 

It was necessary to replace the two stoves at Spofford. 
The continued use of the old stoves would have constituted a 
fire hazard. 

Three new fire extinguishers have been purchased, one for 
each building. 

As in the past years the Community Needlework Club and 
the Ladies Aid societies have cooperated with the schools at 
the Christmas parties. 

The Chesterfield Community Club has followed its usual 
custom of award of books at graduation: a book to each mem- 
ber of the graduating class, to the pupil of each room attaining 
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the highest scholarship, and to the pupil of each room who 
showed the greatest Improvement in school work. 

I wish to gratefully acknowledge the cooperation of citi- 
zens, members of the School Board, and teachers.

89 pupils were in need of dental care. 
9 pupils have enlarged or diseased tonsils. 
1 pupil has enlarged glands in neck. 


A dental clinic was held October 19th, 1932, with work 
done as follows:

Number having complete care, 16 
Number having teeth cleaned, D 
Number of extractions, 43 
Number of silver fillings, 30 


Number of porcelain fillings, {i 
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The total bill for this work was Fifty-five dollars and 
twenty-five cents ($55.25) paid for by parents of children 
having work done. 

21 pupils had their teeth cared for by their own dentist. 

Three tonsil clinics were held, two at the Keene Com- 
munity Hospital June 18th and 24th. One at the Mousley 
Hospital June 28rd, 1982. 

12 tonsil cases were treated. 

4 tonsil cases were treated privately. 

39 pupils were given a chest examination by Dr. Robert 
Kerr of the New Hampshire Tuberculosis Association. 

I wish to express the appreciation of the district to the 
Local Red Cross Chapters, Chesterfield Community Club, Mrs. 
D. Brockway, Mrs. Guy Fairfield, Mrs. Tuttle, Miss Alice 
Bennett for assistance given in carrying on the work in the 
past year.
